Nine Vessels Are Making Way 
: With 8,000 Legionnaires 
in Big Party. 


New York.—Nine ships satled carry- 
ing 8,000 American Legionnuires to the 
Paria convention, the Leviathan serv- 
Ying as “flagship" with Gen. John J. 
Pershing and Howard P. Savage, na- 
tional commander, aboard, 

Viee President Churles G. Dawes 
was among the throng of Paris-bound 
members of the American Legion from 
Chicago for embarkation to Pars 
General Dawes was a guest of honor 
and principal speaker at a banquet 
aboard the Hiner Levinthan, which was. 
attended by Gen. John J. Pershing, 
Maj. Gen. James J. Harboard, Maj. 
Gen, Milton J. Forenian, Howard PB. 
Suvage, national conzaunder of the 
Legion; Rear Admiral Munz, Secretary 
of War Davis, former Judge K. M. 
Landis and other ntables. The din- 
ner was given vy the United States 
shipping board. 

As jis last official act before the 
Paris convention, the American Le- 
gion placed a wreath af the toinb of 
the Unknown Soldier jn Arlington 
cemetery at Washington, 


The wreath was made in two sec. 
tions, each four feet high, At the 
tomb the sections were split. One 
half left to adorn the massive slab 
of the tomb of America’s hero. The 
other half is being taken to France, 
where Commander Suvage will Jay it 
at the tomb of France's Unknown Sol- 
dier. " 

The ships on which American Legion 
contingents sailed included the Cunard 
liners Antonia, Scythia, Caronla, and 
Caledonia, and the French liner De 
Grasse, also the ‘White. Star Liner 
Celtic, the French liner Savoie, and 
the United States liner DTresident 
Harding, 

Most of the veterans wore their 
overseas caps, some of blue, others of 
gray, and still others of red and green. 
Many wore khaki uniforms sprinkled 
with medals and ribbons. 

A Jarge proportion of the veterans 
wore the uniforms of local military 
organizations, from feathers and paint 
of Osagé Indians to prisinatic hues tu 
the uniforms of the Californian troops. 

Californians on the De Grasse pa- 
raded the decks in white and gold unl- 
forms, their pockets bulging wit! rai- 
slus. They said they were taking 10.- 
000 packages to. Paris so that in the 
grand parade they could’ bombard the 
speciators. Another company had 200 
crates of oranges, wnich they intend 
to distribute as souvenirs, 

A souvenir which the Californians 
do vot intend to hurt at the Parisians 
Is a section of a giunt redwood tree 
1,995 years old. ‘They also have-a 
bronze wreath to be placed on the 
tomb of France’s unknown svidier. 


The Maryland Fife and Druin corps 
was another outfit on the De Grasse, 
They wore the Maryland state colors 
of black and gold. 

When the steamer Antonia backed 
into the Hudsen with 70u Legion mem- 
bers from Pennsylvania, Oklahoma 
and Indiana abourd ahe was cheered 
by those aboard the De Grasse. The 
contingent aboard the Antonia in- 
cluded 14 Osage Indians in tribal re- 
galia and a group of cowboys. 

‘Veterans from Manhattan, Brook: 
lyn, and New Jersey sailed on the 
Scythia, which stopped at Boston to 
pick up several hundred additional 
yelerans, 


Refore sailing on the Caledonia, 25 
Staten island veterans called upon 
Borough President Juin A. Lynch of 
Richmond, who gave them a quantity 
of exrth from the base of Memorial 
tree in Hero park which they will 
place upon the graves of Staten island 
soldiers in France. He-also gave 
them a wreath to be cast adrift in 
midocean in. memory of the men who 
lost their lives in the war, 

The Leviathan, sulling with one of 
the last contingents, was escorted to 


-Sea by an_air. fleet including the. nuvy 


dirigible Los Angeles and a naval fleet 
including six. destroyers and harbor 
craft. The garrison at Governors 
island fired a salute of 16 guns. The 
Los Angeles and some of the airplanes 
and hydroplanes escorted the Levia- 
than 50 miles out to sea. 


Paris—A squadron of French tor- 
pedo boats and hydroplanes will cruise 
out to meet the fiagship.of the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Leviathan, just be 
fore it arrives at Cherbourg on Sep- 
tember 16, the Navy department an- 
bounced, 


The ships and airplanes will escort 
the Hner to port, where city officials 
will welcome Gen. John J. Pershing, 
Commander Howard P. Savage, and 
the other Legionnaires.

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LET BUSINESS GO HANG 


(By Erwin Greer, President Greer

It is rather wonderful, this view 
from my hotel window. “The lake is 
wine dark”—to be semi-classic for 
once and quote somebody, and the 
wind flicks the tiny wavelets in a way 
that warms my heart. Yep! I’m go- 
ing to continue my trip tomorrow 
and. stop to fish at sone jolly little 
stream, its waters cold as ice. But 
water brings back memories of fish 
and prohibitionists. 

You who have watched the golden 
juice of the grape “shimmy” up and 
down the hollow stem of a wine glass, 
and felt its glorious kiss run through 
your veins, know—that, as a. bever- 
age, water is a damn failure. Thank 
goodness they haven't taken gasoline 
away from us yet—not yet. When 
they do the first hundred years of a 
man’s life will be mighty: hard... - 

When you contemplate going on a 
tour, you first figure out where you 
are going, what you are going to take 
along and what condition your car is 
in to make the trip. As you go over 
the car, cleaning and inspecting it, a 
lot of the tools that you are going to 
carry will suggest themselves. For 
instance, the following list: is essen- 
tial: Tire chains, jack, rim wrench, 
tire pump, valve tool, vulcanizer, fine 
sand paper, all wrenches belonging 
to the car, two monkey wrenches, 
large and small, screw driver, pliers, 
small vise to clamp on running board, 
small and large file, short handled 
axe, tow rope, grease gun and oil can, 
small funnel, ball of twine, trouble 
lamp and pocket ammeter. This list 
is practically complete, and any ordi- 
nary repairs can be made with these 
tools. Now comes the spare parts: 
two tires and inner tubes, two-gallon 
can of extra gasoline, two-quart can 
of engine oil, a can of grease and a 
small can of kerosene, blowout patch 
and tire repairing outfit, extra valve 
caps, dustcaps, headlight bulbs and 
tail light bulbs, 10 feet insulated 
wire, roll of tape, 4 extra spark 
plugs, bundle of waste, assortment of 
gaskets to fit car, radiator hose, ex- 
tra fan belt and an assortment of 
cotter pins, nuts, lock washers, wood 
screws and nails. 

In wrapping these things they 
should be packed so that they will ge 
into the tool box, the side pockets of 
the car and under the seats, ready to 
be located at a moment’s notice.

CONSTITUTION DAY 


Please note on your calendar that 
September 17, 1927, wili mark the 
140th anniversary of the completion 
and signing: of the Constitution. 
Those who have been following the 


news during the past few months,’ 


and especially the news from Mas- 
sachusetts, will do well on that day to 
make a special effort to show their 
faith in the Constitution and their 
loyalty to that immortal document. 
In his farewell address delivered on 
September 17, 1796, the 9th anni- 
versary of the completion and signing 
of the Constitution, George Washing- 
ton expressed the earnest hope “that 
the Constitution may be sacredly 
maintained—that its administration 
in every department may be stamped 
with wisdom and virtue—that. the 
happiness of the people of these 
states may be made complete by so 
careful a preservation, and so prudent 
a use of this blessing, as will acquire 
to them the glory of recommending it 
to the applause, the affection, and 
adoption of every nation.” 

He also expressed a- solemn warn- 
ing that we should “resist with care 
the spirit of innovation upon its 


principles, however specious the pre- 


text. One method of assault may be 
to effect, in the forms of the Consti- 
tution, alterations which will 


overthrown.”

“Served “Lost Cause” 


Two reasons are given for the nam- 
ing of the Orphan brigade of the Con- 
federate army. Kentucky tried to be 
neutral when the Civil war broke out, 
but neutrality was violated and many 
Kentuckians decided to fight for the 
South. The famous €: Boone was 
formed near the Kentucky line, a few 
miles north of Clarksville, Tenn. Fifty 
companies from 84 counties in Ken- 
tucky enlisted. These composefl the 
larger part of the First Kentucky, bet- 
ter known as the Orphan brigade.

THE BASIS OF 
FRIENDSHIP

N THE Workhouse Wards, one of 

Lady Gregory’s plays, the two old 
trishmen from whom the play takes 
its Bame were continually arguing aud 
quarreling. They almost came to 
blows. at times, and nelther. had a 
kind word to say to. the other. 
Vituperation was their regniar sport. 
One of them had a wonderful rich 
relative about whom he was constant- 
ly boastiug. She had . everything 
which he had not in the workhouse, 
and sume day, he averred, he was go- 
tng to her, leaving his sordid, unpleas+ 
ant surroundings for good. 

Strangely it turned out so. She ar- 
tived one day in great state and care 
rled away her indigent relative to a 
fe of ease and tuxury—and loneli- 
aess It was more than he could en: 
dure; he hag no friend with whom he 
could’ argue; no companion with 
whom he could engage in a combat 
of words, and he pined for the old 
companionship. Before long he left 
the pleasant, easy life for which he 
had so long yearned and returned to 
the joys of poverty und companion- 
ship, where he could argue and quart 
rel to his heart's content. 

Miller and Bland were constantly 
together, and yet their interests were 
apparently quite dissimilar. Miller 
was a practicnl man engaged In me 
chanical mutters, His delight was in 
abstruse mathematical problems, [no 
the Investigation of things which con¢ 
cerned themselves with chemistry and 
physics.

And yet they were constantly in each 
other’s society. When you saw one 
you were likely to see the other, talk- 
ing always and smoking—always 
smoking. ! 

Miller once explained to me the 
basis of their friendship—“something 
to argue about,” he said, “and a come 
mon bad habit, that is at the founda- 
tion of many close friendships.” 

It made me think. They argued 
about everything—religion, Hterature, 
education, politics—everything but 
the best sort of tobacco, and on this 
point they were quite agreed. While 
they argued they smoked, and the ar 
gument gave them excuse for further 
Induiging in the bad habit of smoking. 

Associations grow dull if there ig 
nothing to stir conversation, and noth- 
ing so stirs conversation as argument, 
and nothing else, perhaps, is so futile.

The good old days of the criminal’ 
class in Michigan seem to be over. 
The easy loopholes through which. 
they edged their way to freedom have 
been closed, and now once in the 
clutches of the law they are going to 
find the way to liberty a long - hard 
road. 

Under the new criminal code judges 
will be given much wider latitude, 
with power to comment on the _testi- 
mony of material witnesses and point 
out discrepancies where they are sat- 
isfied that perjury has been commit- 
ted. They may also comment on the 
Heretofore, 
they were limited to an impartial re- 
view of the case before the jury. 
Courts may also insist on the speedier 
trials, and may even refuse to grant 
continuance of a case where they are 
satisfied that delay is being sought in 
order to allow time for material wit- 
nesses for the state to disappear and 
thus weaken the cause of the state. 
And in other ways have the powers of 
the courts been strengthened. Waiv- 
ers of trial by jury may now be had 
and judges are permitted to hold 
trials without a jury—something that 
has always been guaranteed under 
the Constitution of the state. How- 
ever, if the defendant or his attorney 
insists, trials by jury must be had. It 
looks as if bad days for the crook 
were at hand. 


OO MUCH INDUSTRY 


The average cow in Michigan pro- 
duces less than 150 pounds of butter- 
fat a year. 

The average cow should produce 
twice that much. Yes, and more, too. 
The dairy industry should set the 
eventual standard at 500 pounds and 
that is within reason. 

One good cow will produce more 
net profit than a half dozen poor and 
average animals. A good cow eats 
more than a poor one, but outside of 
that she isn’t much more trouble. 
Yet serub stock will still continue to 


exist. 

The trouble with the farmer who 
has poor cows is that he is too indus- 
trious. He should get a lazy streak 
in him. He should say to his poor 
cows, “I’m getting tired of looking 
after you, get out.” It is said that 
most labor saving machinery has 
been invented by those who wished to 
avoid work and yet had enough in- 
dustry to work out the plans to save 
labor. ; ;

FRIED APPLES AND BACON 


Thinly sliced bacon is delicious 
when browned under the flame of the 
broiler in a gas stove. It is then free 
of excess fat, crisp and appetizing. 
Good results can also obtained by 
frying it in a heavy skillet, draining 
the slices and absorbing a large part 
of the fat with brown paper. Apples 
or tomatoes can then be fried in the 
fat and according to the Bureau of 
Home Economics, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, make a_ particularly 
attractive breakfast dish. The fol- 
lowing recipe is suggested for fried 
apples and bacon: Select good tart 
apples. Peel and cut them in 3-4 to 
1 inch cubes. Fry the bacon. in a 
heavy skillet. As soon as the slices 
of bacon are crisp, remove and drain 
them-on clean brown paper. For 
frying the apples you will need about 
one-fourth cup of the bacon fat. Put 
the apples in the hot bacon fat, piling 
them up rather high in the frying 
pan. Sugar to taste. Be sure you 
use enough sugar; apples fried this 
way require a little more sugar than 
apples fried in the ordinary way. 
Cover and cook slowly until tender. 
Then remove the cover, and turn the 
apples gently, so the pieces will keep 
their shape. Let them brown light- 
ly; they are then almost transparent. 
Place them in a hot platter and sur- 
round them with the bacon.

Cattle should not be fed within 24 
hours before slaughter, but access to 
fresh water is desirable. Do not kill 
the animals while in an excited or 
over-heated condition, as they will not 
bleed well. Beef from animals not 
properly bled does not keep well. 


Rubber hoof pads are not recom- 
mended for horses that work on the 
farm, as the soil works its way under 
the pad, causing lameness by extra 
pressure on the navicular joint. When 
rubber pads are used, the Bureau of 
Animal Industry advises that pine tar 
with.a thin layer of oakum should be 
applied to the sole of the foot to 
keep it moist and avoid contraction.
